ORDINANCE NO. 59 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK PROHIBIT- 
ING THE MANUFACTURE, 
SALE AND DISCHARGE OF 
FIREWORKS WITHIN SAID 
CITY. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawfu! 
for any person, firm of corporation 
to manufacture, store, sell or ofie: 
for sale or to discharge or caus‘ 
to be discharged with the City of 
Menlo Park any _ torpedoes, fire- 
crackers or other fireworks or any 
similar agency that -creates or is 
designed or intended to create noise 
or fire; provided however that the 
City Council may permit the public 
display of fireworks under such su- 
pervision as it shall prescribe. 

Section 2. Any person, firm or 
corporation violating any provision 
of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punish- 
able by a fine of not exceeding 
Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) or 
by imprisonment for not exceeding 
ninety (90) days or by both such

Civil War’s Great Issues. 

Now things haven’t changed 
much, except that the young peo- 
ple take charge early in the morn- 
ing and there doesn’t seem to be 
any time for the old veterans at 
all. Many a town has not a single 
Grand Army member left; in the 
few towns where one or two sur- 
vive the march to the cemetery is 
usually omitted, for it has been 
found that at the age of eighty- 
five the strain of listening to vocif- 
erous exercises may be toe much 
even for a heart that wenri through 
Shiloh. Thus the day tends to be- 
come more and more a romantic 
formality. a legal holiday which 
allows tired citizens to take a trip 
in an automobile with a flag stuck 
in the radiator cap. 
is just as well. For the Civil war 
is unique among our country’s 
great wars in this respect: the is 
sues which it decided seem remote, 
fantastic and without application 
in this day. On the Fourth of July 
as we listen to the Declaration of 
Independence the principles which 
it enunciates seem startlingly close 
at band; we rub our eyes and real- 
ize that-this document of the im- 
mortal signatures is very much 
alive today. On Armistice day, as 
we listen to the “Fourteen Points” 
the World war seems almost to be 
going on yet; these “Fourteen 
Points” still form the basis of 
statesmen’s deliberations, and how 
they are to be applied is still a 
vital matter in many places on the 
earth. But on Memorial day, as 
we listen to the Gettysburg speech, 
everything seems hazy. Union? 
Slavery? Is it possible that Ameri- 
eans fought over them? Did the 
great conflict settle anything which 
would not have settled itself had 
we been patient enough to wait a 
little longer?—New York World.

In telling the story of the battle 
of Verdun I have tried to trace the 
| parts played by the leaders. but I 
pass quickly now to the man to 
whom victory was due—the soldier 
of Verdun. 
“Our next victories depend upon 
your heroic resistance,” Joffre had 
| told the poilu; and the latter's 
measure was taken at Verdun, for 
| nowhere else in all the atrocious 
| war was such an abyss of torment 
in store for him. “He bas learned 
much who has known pain,” wrote 


| the author of “The Song of Ro- 
| land’; and there was such pain 
| and suffering at Verdun as_ had 
| 


never been known before. Verdun 
was the great charnel house where 
it was necessary to stand firm with 
death overhead, under foot and on 
all sides. 

The soldier of Verdun was un- 
questionably well commanded and 
well maneuvered; yet to such lead- 
ers were given incomparable sol- 
diers. These soldiers stood fast in 
mud, cold, snow and under torrents 
of fire against numberless attacks. 
Tormented with weariness, with 
broken arms and legs, almost iso- 
lated and often without news of 
the progress of the battle, they re- 
mained at their posts, barring the 
road to France,

Come to Dinner

Cook a minute or two. Place in 
ramekins or shells and bake well 
covered with buttered crumbs. 

Fig Cake.—Beat three egg whites 
with one-half cupful of sugar and 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla. Beat 
three egg yolks with one-half cup- 
ful of sugar, the grated rind of an 
orange, a teaspoonful of baking 
powder sifted twice with a cupful 
of flour, add three tablespoonfuls 
of orange juice and fold in the egg 
mixture. Melt four tablespoonfuls 
of butter in a cakepan, add one- 
half cupful of brown sugar, one 
cupful of chopped figs and a sprink- 
ling of broken pecans. Pour over 
this the cake mixture and bake 20 
minutes in a moderate oven. When 
done turn upside down and serve 
with whipped cream. Stewed apri- 
cots, canned pineapple or any fruit 
desired may be used for this de- 
licious cake dessert.

ORDINANCE NO. 58 
ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK REGULATING 
THE MAKING AND FILLING 
OF EXCAVATIONS IN PUBLIC 
STREETS AND THE LAYING

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to lay any main or 
lateral pipe or conduit or to ex- 
cavate in or under any _ public 
street within the C'ty of Menlo 
Park without first depositing with 
the City Treasurer in lawful 
money of the United States a sum 
equal to fifty-cents (50c) for each 
square foot of improved street 
surface in or under which such ex-

not less than Twenty Dollars 
($20.00), and obtaining from ths
